NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON, 


SANCTIONS WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The Italian press has now 
hailed Secretary Hull’s last note as a rebuff to the 
League of Nations. The League has hailed it as an encouragement to pro- 
ceed with sanctions against the Italians. 
In the midst of this confusing hailing, the duty has devolved upon 
a diplomat within the State Department to interpret the note. It is his 
job to condense all the acts of the secretary of state into confidential 
memo form for our foreign envoys strewn around the world. He strug- 
gled with the Hull docuntent half an hour, and then hailed it to his secre- 
tary as follows: 


“Send them the whole note. I cannot interpret what the heck it 
means.”’ 


You may accept this as the official interpretation. Mr. Hull did not 
approve League sanctions; he did not disapprove. He is perched adroitly 
on one hand and the other. 


POSTSCRIPT What the Italians do not know is that Mr. Hull or 
someone close to him has slipped a,.few choice addi- 
tional words to Geneva unofficially through our diplomats there. This 
is to the effect that the League should not worry about the note; that 
'the United States cannot take action on League sanctions against Italy 
|as long as they are merely proposals, but that we+will give them serious 
(if not sympathetic) attention when they are put into effect. 
In other words, the Geneva hail seems to be nearer right than the 


Italian. 


REASONS The note undoubtedly will win for Mr. Hull this year the 
Nobel prize for ambiguity. 

The fundamental explanation for such evasiveness is supposed to be 
that a man higher up than Mr. Hull did not want any commitments or 
advance promises made to the League. For several obvious reasons, also, 
this government did not want to assume the responsibility for failing to 
co-operate with the League on a peace endeavor, although involvement 
in it could conceivably lead to war.

HEALTH TALKS

Physicians and nutrition authorities | 
of a generation ago, whose ideas are. 
'etill current among the laity, assumed 


that refined white flour fairly repre- 
sented wheat and constituted an ade- 
quate staff of life. Only the other 
day an aggregation of old-timers pur- 
porting to tell the public what’s what 
and what isn't officially “accepted” 
this odd statement in reference to the 
question: 

“White bread is . . . wholesome 
- « « nutritious . . . its avoidance for 
fear of any harmful consequences or 
the fear that it is the cause of any 
dis_ased condition when properly used 
in the normal diet, is entirely with- 
out scientific foundation.” 

I think we doctors regard as “scien- 


tific’ those ideas which coincide with | 


our own and reject as without such 
foundation any new ideas which we 
do not get or ideas which we reluct 
to acknowledge for one reason or an- 
other. 

The elders conceived their opinions 
and formulated them long before the 
role of vitamins was known. It is 
true that white bread is practically 
equivalent to bread made of whole 
wheat meal in calories or fuel value, 
in the balanced proportions of fat, 
protein and carbohydrate material, in 
taste (at least for many persons). As 
a white bread eater I agree it is 
wholesome and nutritious. But frank- 
ly we must admit that it is inferior 
to whole wheat bread in nutrition. 
One authority who has definitely prov- 
ed this by tests on men under con- 
trol is Hindhede. No physiologist or 
nutrition chemist or expert in Amer- 


ica ean successfully controvert his ob- 


servations. Indeed, no one here has 
made any actual tests to substantiate 
the assumption that white bread is 
as adequate as whole wheat meal 
bread. 

Professor H. C. Sherman, one of 
the foremost nutrition authorities in 
this country, makes this remark in 
his book, “Chemistry of Food and 
Nutrition (Macmillan, New York): 

“In general it is only when too 
large a proportion of the needed cal- 
ories are taken in the form of artifi- 
cially refined foods that there is dan- 
ger of a deficiency of vitamin B; 
but, since artificially refined foods 
are so commonly and abundantly used 
by people of all economic conditions in 
nearly all countries, the vitamin B 
value of a food may be of practical 
interest, though probably less impor- 
tant than is the vitamin A, vita- 
min C or vitamin G value.” 

In many homes these days bread is 
the mainstay and too often it is not 
properly supplemented with milk, but- 
ter, eggs, or cheese, as all physiolo- 
gists and nutrition authorities agree 
it must be if the needs of the body are 
to be met. _ 

Referring to Sherman's view, if 
bread is the mainstay in the diet, and 
white bread is used from habit, choice 
or availability, then artificially refined 
food supplies the greater proportion of 
the calories in the diet, and a vitamin 
B shortage is inevitable.

TOO MUCH “FEARING.” 

It probably is the weather. But, will you. permit the old 

gentleman to be a bit peevish? 
It is my idea that a great many of our football 

coaches are scaring the customers away from the games. 

An example of yesterday will do. The press quoted the 
Vanderbilt football staff as ‘‘fearing’’ Georgia Tech’s pass 
attack. 


] 


Now, the Georgia Tech pass attack is a good one. 

It isn’t as good as it would be if Mr. William Alexander 

had a great passer and some sticky-fingered receivers. 

But it is a good one. 

But the fact remains the Vanderbilt coaches should not fear 
the pass attack. For the very good reason they have faster, 
heavier and more experienced players with which to combat it. 
Their team is rated as two or three touchdowns better than the 
Tech team. It is a team which played on practiqally even terms 
with Temple, Fordham and L. S. U., three great teams. So, 
I do not see why it should be “fearing” anyone’s pass attack. 

I do not mean, however, to single out any one 
coaching staff as an example. The indictment applies 
pretty generally. Most coaches follow that style of pub- 
licity before games. But it never rings very true when 
announced before games in which the odds admittedly 
are top-heavy one way or the other. The business of 
playing down one’s own attraction doesn’t seem quite 
the thing to do. 

(1 might add that Mr. Alexander, at Tech, hasn’t yet 
pressed himself as fearing anything except the loss of his 
maining hair, which is all gone except above the ears.) 

It seems to me the approach is all wrong. The prize 
ring has the better one, even though it is a bit crude. 
The boys want the trade in at the gate and so they 
never fail to announce from each camp that each fighter 
is confident he will pin back the ears of his opponent. 
The football coaches are going to keep on fearing until they 

get the public to fearing the game may not be so good if the 
coach is so fearful. 

The football coaches should, no matter how much 
they jitter, at least appear before the public as men in 
charge of their teams.
